DIVINE HEALING 


“ 


ivine healing is the opera- 
tion of the power of God 
upon an afflicted body to 


restore it to health. Wrote St. Paul: 
“But if the spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you; 
he that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mortal 
bodies by his spirit that dwelleth in 
you.” (Rom. 8:11) It was Paul’s de- 
sire:“That the life also of Jesus might 
be made manifest in our mortal 
flesh.” (2 Cor 4:11) It is a fact that 
the divine power operative to achieve 
divine healing is the very life of 
Jesus. 


Jesus’ suffering on Calvary provid- 
ed for our physical healing. A literal 
translation of Isa. 53:4 reads: “Surely 
he hath borne our sicknesses clear 
away and lifted the load of our phy- 
sical pains.” The Gospel writer, Mat- 
thew, declared that this passage was 
fulfilled when Jesus “healed all that 
were sick.” (Matt. 8:16,17) Peter 
wrote of Jesus: “... by whose stripes 
ye were healed.” (1 Pet. 2:24) The 
apostle considered that Jesus, on the 
cross, provisionally put an end to all 
sickness, just as He did to all sin. 
The Psalmist (Psalm 103:1-3) calls 
upon the soul to praise the Lord in 
gratitude for forgiveness of sins and 
healing of the body. He saw both 
provisions as grounded in the cross. 
Jesus’ body was broken on Calvary 
and He endured the most violent 
physical sufferings in order that we 
might for evermore be delivered from 
such. He hung on Calvary’s cross, a 
double cure for a double curse. Heal- 
ing is an integral part of the Gospel 
Commission (Mark 16:15-18), and 
therefore an integral part of Calvary’s 
provision. 

Healing, as salvation, is a finished 
work of Calvary to be appropriated 
by faith and not by works. The Lord 
Jesus finished His work on the cross, 
and the believer is simply to enter 
into His victories and conquests, Cal- 
vary’s fruits are for the price of faith 
plus nothing. Healing is not some- 
thing to be earned or something to 
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I am the Lord that healeth thee.” Ex. 15:26 


be coaxed from an unwilling God. 
Healing is an accomplished fact for 
every afflicted child of God, and the 
only condition or requirement im- 
posed by God is that believing faith 
must be exercised. Healing is not a 
special favour, an award, or a pro- 
vidential bestowment dependent up- 
on the charity of God; it is a specific 


provision of Christ’s atonement avail- 
able to all who meet the sole condi- 
tion of appropriation. 

God wants all His afflicted child- 
ren to be healed. It is His will to heal 
the sick just as it is His will to save 
the “whosoever.” Men are deprived 
of healing because they fail to meet 
God’s conditions. Virtually everyone 
wants healing, but not everyone wants 
healing God’s way. Yielding to the 
inflow of the healing life of God is 
no more appealing to some than 
yielding to the regenerating Spirit is 
to others. In many cases, Christians 
go unhealed because God is waiting 
for them to cease their striving and 
self-effort so that He can impart ef- 
fectual faith. Healing must be post- 
poned until the saint learns the vital 
lessons of surrender and yieldedness. 
Not all healings may be achieved im- 
mediately. If a man accepts healing 
by faith, he has it regardless of his 
physical symptoms and condition. To 
the man of real faith, sight doesn’t 
matter. Men of submission, obedience, 
and consequent imparted faith are

satisfied to walk by faith and not by 
sight. 

Healing is obtained by a process 
essentially similar to that exercised in 
obtaining each of the other provisions 
of the atonement. God, on His side, 
pours in the faith necessary to appro- 
priate healing, but the believer is re- 
sponsible to yield to receive this ap- 
propriating faith. Since Scripture men- 
tions a variety of procedures (anoint- 
ing oil, prayed over handkerchiefs, 
laying on of hands, prayer of faith, 
healing commanded by God-given 
authority, and casting out demons), 
it is apparent that no outward form 
is exclusively approved. Each is mere- 
ly a symbol pointing to the divine life 
in which healing is located. Submit- 
ting oneself to anointing oil or prayer 
by others may well be the act of 
yieldedness that opens the divine 
floodgates to appropriating faith and 
a conseguent miracle of healing. 

To achieve healing, the afflicted 
one, or his representative must come 
to the place where he considers it a 
perfectly natural act for God to heal 
him, He does not quaver or hesitate 
when God says, “Rise, take up thy 
bed and walk.” The candidate for 
healing becomes convinced that heal- 
ing is God’s provision, and that God’s 
people are being healed by divine 
power; he yields to whatever out- 
ward procedures the Lord impresses, 
and whenever possible, he adjusts the 
cause of the sickness. With the means 
to healing so within the reach of all, 
surely there was ample ground and 
basis for the apostle’s earnest desire: 
“Beloved, I wish above all things that 
thou mayest prosper and be in health, 
even as they soul prospereth.” (8 
John 2).

teadily we climbed the 
& steep slopes — stumbling 
along in the semi-dark- 
ness — eagerly striving for the sum- 
mit. At last we were there — there in 
the darkness stood a huge grey cross 


reaching up into the darkness of the 
skies. A hush crept over our hearts 
as we stood there in solemn silence. 
Silently waiting — waiting for the 
“Daybreak” of Easter Morn. 

James Weldon Johnson, in his ser- 

mon of creation said: “And God step- 
ped out on space, and He looked 
around and said: Tm lonely — Ill 
make me a world.’ And far as the eye 
of God could see, darkness covered 
everything — blacker than a hundred 
midnights down in a cypress swamp. 
Then God smiled — and the light 
broke. And the darkness rolled up on 
one side, and the light stood shining 
on the other, and God said: “That’s 
good!’” 
_ Early in the Book of Genesis we 
read that there was darkness upon 
the face of the deep — utter complete 
darkness and desolation. We can 
hardly begin to comprehend or even 
imagine what it was like. The whole 
earth was void and without form. It 
is an established fact that darkness 
breeds sin — sickness:— suffering — 
distress and death. 

In the midst of all this, God, in His 
purity and holiness. looks down and 
sees chaotic turmoil. As the hosts of 
heaven look on, the Record says, a 
great voice boomed out and God 
said. “Let there be light!” And there 
was light! The host of Heaven joined 
their voices in rejoicing and praising 
God — for light dispells darkness, 
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light destroys the causes of sin, light 
destroys the germs which bring sick- 
ness and distress, light brings color 
and growth, it brings joy, peace and 
happiness, light brings strength and 
it brings life itself. 

Here we have a conjectured pic- 
ture of the first and glorious “Day- 
break” which brought this earth into 
being. The writer of Genesis goes on 
to say that along with light, God 
brought into being all of life, animal, 
plant and human. 

As mankind moved about the face 
of the earth God saw that “the wick- 
edness of man was great in the earth 
and that every imagination of the 
thought of his heart was only evil 
continually.” And again the great 
voice booms out from heaven and the 
Lord said: “I will destroy man from 
the face of the earth, both man and 
beast, and the creeping things and 
the fowls of the air. And behold I 
bring a flood of water upon the earth 
to destroy all flesh from under 
heaven, and everything that is in the 
earth shall die.” 

One day, and there had never been 
rain before, the dark rain clouds be- 
gan to appear on the horizon — dark- 
ness crept over all the land. The peo- 
ple, no doubt, gathered together and 
wondered about this strange phe- 
nomena. Like a stalking beast, dark- 
ness crept over the land. Then all 
hell broke loose! The thunder rum- 
bled and rolled across the skies! The 
first streaks of lightning flickered 
against the darkened skies illuminat- 
ing the earth below. Then the light- 
ning plunged down into the earth in 
screaming crashes bringing terror and 
destruction. Terrorized animals fled 


to a place of refuge. Apprehensive 
humanity, in scattered panic, retreat- 
ed from this strange reign of death. 
The old earth began to rock and 
quake — and the fountains of the 
great deep were broken up. The win- 
dows of Heaven were opened and it 
rained for forty days and nights. 

The writer tells us that, “all flesh 
that moved upon the face of the earth 
died — fowl — cattle — beasts — and 
every creeping thing,” which includ- 
ed all of mankind save those in the 
Ark. 

When nature had completed God’s 
bidding, the Bible tells us that once 
again there was a glorious “Day- 
break.” The sunlight filled every cor- 
ner of the skies, as the artists of 
heaven painted the first beautiful 
rainbow, God’s promise that the earth 
would not be destroyed, in this way, 
again. 

What a “Daybreak” that must have 
been for those who were safely borne 
through the storm on the Ark. New 
voices were added to those of the 
hosts of Heaven in rejoicing and 
praising God for the light which once 
again dispelled the darkness. 

However, as time went on, God 
again saw that the wickedness of 
man was great in all the earth and 
that every imagination of the thoughts 
of his heart was only evil continually. 
What a paradox this must have been 
for the Great Eternal! What should 
He do with this “creature” of His 
creation? What should He do with 
the spiritual darkness which had en- 
gulfed humanity? 

According to the Record God 
would, this time, try “grace” instead 
of “destruction.” He would send His 
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beloved Son into the midst of the 
darkness. Jesus Christ, God’s son, 
was born in a little manger in Beth- 
lehem — born while the darkness of 
sin covered the whole earth. He 
moved about in the darkness but he 
was the “Light” — the “Light” which 
brought joy, peace, happiness and 
life to all who believed. His every ef- 
fort was to dispell the darkness which 
shrouded humanity. 


However, it would seem that the 
darkness even overtook the Giver of 
life. Those whom He would enlight- 
en and give eternal life, nailed Him 
to a cross and hung Him between 
Heaven and earth to die. The Gospel 
writers said, “Jt was about the sixth 
hour, and there was a darkness over 
all the earth. And the sun was dark- 
ened and the veil of the Temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tom. And the earth did quake and 
the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose and came out of 
the graves and went into the Holy 
City.” Once again all hell broke loose 
—thunder roared and rolled across 
the land — _ streaks of lightning 
stretched across the skies and plung- 
ed into the earth. The earth began to 
quake and shake. 

Terror strikes again — bewildered 
people run in panic and fear in 
search of a place to hide. 

But the writer of the book of Mat- 
thew goes on to say, “It began to 
dawn.” What a “Daybreak!” What a 
glorious “Daybreak!” Mary Magdal- 
ene and the other Mary came to the 
Sepulchre but the Angel of the Lord 
had descended from Heaven and had 
rolled the stone away. His counten- 
ance was like lightning and his rai- 
ment was white as snow. This struck 
a note of fear in the women, but the 
Angel said “Fear not ye: for I know 
that ye seek Jesus — He is not here! 
(Why?) For He is risen — come see 
the place where the Lord lay and go 
quickly and tell His Disciples that 
HE IS RISEN” — HE IS RISEN. 
This is the Gospel story “HE IS 
RISEN.” Praise God forevermore 
HE IS. RISEN! What a glorious “Day- 
break!” 

Many years have gone by since the 
breaking of dawn on the day of crea- 
tion, that first and glorious “Day- 
break.” Jesus said, that as it was in 
the days of Noah, so shall it be in 
the last day; that is, the day before 
the returning of Christ for His 
Church. As we look about us today 
we see that “the wickedness of man 
is great in all the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart is only evil continually.”

Echoes of blessing from the 


38th DISTRICT COUNCIL 


The thirty-eighth annual District 
Council of the Northern California- 
Nevada District of the Assemblies of 
God convened February 22 to 24, 
1956, in the Stockton Memorial 
Auditorium, Stockton, California. 


The Council was a time of rich 
spiritual blessing and fellowship as 
various District officials, visitors, and 
the Council speakers each did their 
part in ministering the Word of God. 
A good crowd was in attendance, and 
much was accomplished that will re- 
dound to the abiding glory of God 
and the extension of His Kingdom. 

The business sessions included re- 
ports from each of the three District 
officials and from Christian Educa- 
tion Director L. W. Suter. During the 
course of the business sessions, the 
following business was transacted: 

Authority was given to the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Corpora- 
tion of Northern California-Nevada 
District Council of the Assemblies of 
God to deed or lease sufficient prop- 
erty for Missionary Rest Homes as 
may be agreed upon by the Presby- 
tery. 

An option was granted to the 
Scotts Valley Elementary School Dis- 
trict to buy lots, numbers 2 through 
16, at Bethany Park for the sum of 
$10,000. 

The Council recommended the 
construction of an office building at 
Bethany Park to provide added facili- 
ties for the Northern California- 
Nevada District Council offices. 

The District Presbytery was re- 
quested to appoint a Commission to 
explore the field of Health and Ac- 
cident Insurance for the ministers of 
our constituency, and to proceed to 
make such an insurance available to 
the ministers. 

The District Bylaws were amended 
to require a payment of three dollars 
by each applicant for ordination 
rather than two, as is now required. 
This change was necessary because 
the District Office was required to 
forward a fee of $1.00 to Springfield 
for each candidate for ordination. 

The District Secretary was em- 
powered to prepare an annual ap- 
plication form for Associated 
Churches wherein they could each 
year make application for listing in 
the District Yearbook. 

The District Presbytery were em- 
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powered to take steps to provide, 
whenever advisable, a full-time New 
Church Promotional Director whose 
duties would be: pledges accepted, 
sites secured, and investigation under- 
taken toward the general promotion 
and execution of Home Missions pro- 
jects. The salary of this Director 
would be secured through offerings 
received from meetings in local as- 
semblies. 

A resolution carried to request the 
amendment of the Bylaws of Bethany 
Bible College in the matter of its ad- 
ministration. It was recommended 
that the Board should consist of the 
Superintendents of this and the Ore- 
gon District and six Directors ap- 
pointed by the District Presbytery, 
each Director serving for a term of 
three years. No Director should suc- 
ceed himself without an interval of 
one year, and to implement the ac- 
tion, at the present time, two Direct- 
ors were to be appointed for one 
year, two for two years, and two for 
three years. 

The District Bylaws concerning 
the Ministers’ Benevolent Fund were 
amended to indicate that members 
of a minister’s family could be mem- 
bers only so long as they were de- 
pendents or until they reach the age 
of 21. 

The Bylaws concerning worker's 
papers were changed by the sub- 
stitution of the word “minister for 
the word “preach.” It was recognized 
that the diversities of tasks of the 
Christian ministry today may some- 
times demand a ministry other than 
preaching, and that our terminology 
should make allowance for this 
broadening of the work of the King- 
dom. 

A rather lengthy resolution concern- 
ing the three camp meetings of our 
District was formally adopted. This 


served to clarify the distinctive re- 
lationships of each of these camps 
and explicitly declared them each 
under the general supervision of the 
elected officers and the Presbytery 
of the District Council. 

There was a standing vote of ap- 
preciation to the pastors and churches 
of Stockton, to the Convention Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and to the Police Department for the 
generous hospitality shown to the 
District Council. 

Guests who participated in the 
Council included: Rev. J. H. Blair, 
of Canada; Rev. Walter L. Penner, 
Field Representative of the National 
Association of Evangelicals; Rev. Ab- 
bott Book, Executive Secretary of the 
Northern California-Nevada Council 
of Churches; Evangelist Harold Pear- 
son, from Great Britain; Brother 
George Davis, Assistant Superinten- 
dent and Secretary of the Oregon 
District; Susan Miller, of the Wo- 
men’s Temperance League of San 
Francisco; and Brother N. D. David- 
son, District Superintendent of the 
Oregon District. 

During the course of the Council, 
offerings and pledges were taken for 
Bethany Bible College and the pro- 
ject of Craig Memorial Chapel, and 
the total amounted to $15,163.74. Of 
this amount, Brother Enoch Christof- 
ferson, of Turlock, contributed some 
$4,000. 

The final report of the Roster Com- 
mittee indicated the attendance at 
the Council as follows: 252 ordained 
ministers, 78 licensed ministers, 19 
Christian workers, 53 delegates, and 
125 visitors, making a total of 527 in 
ail. 

The only election business of the 
Council concerned the selection of 
the General Presbyters. By means of 
their ballots, the Council designated 
Brothers Joseph L. Gerhart and R. J. 
Thurmond as their representatives in 
this capacity for the next two years. 
The District Presbyters, who pre- 
viously had been elected by the Sec- 
tions of the District, were presented 
to the Council and unanimously con- 
firmed.

Paul Miller asserts .. . 


I'll be in Church Sunday Morning 


WHEN WE CONSIDER THE IMPORTANCE 
of attendance at morning worship, 
let us consider it in relationship to 
the whole Sunday School. Actually, 
there are few problems which affect 
one of our departments but what 
have some effect on the whole school. 
The matter of offerings, of growth, 
of records, etc. are of vital concern 
to every department and every of- 
ficer, 


First, let us consider this question 
in relationship to the Adult Depart- 
ment. There are two values which 
need to be stressed in our considera- 
tion of the importance of attendance 
at morning worship: the value to the 
individual and the value to the 
church. The Bible has placed an un- 
questionable and indisputable em- 
‘phasis on the value of combined wor- 
ship. Let us place emphasis where 
God has placed it. It is inconceivable 
that even one of that vast army of 
Sunday School workers who have 
helped bring the Sunday School 
through the years of drought and 
blight could have ever felt that the 
Sunday School would take the place 
of the church. The Sunday School is 
a training program for young and 
old. 

The morning worship is a unified 
effort to strengthen the inner man. 
If we could only know how great a 
portion of mankind consists of weak 
and ignorant men and women and of 
inexperienced, inconsiderate youth of 
both sexes — if we could know their 
need for an ingraining of the motives 
of Christianity to restrain them from 
vice, to support their virtue, and re- 
tain them in the practice of it until 
it becomes habitual, I am sure we 
would need no further argument on 
the value of the morning worship 
service, The truth of the matter is that 
regardless of the spiritual strength of 
the individual strength of the individ- 
ual, God has so ordained that THAT 
individual needs the spiritual vita- 
mins derived from the combined wor- 
ship service and the preaching of the 
Word. If we can forget for a moment 


Brother Miller is a former National Sun- 
day School Department Representative and 
now a pastor in Colorado Springs. On oc- 
casion, he has ministered in this District 
as a Convention Speaker. 
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such statements as, “The Church 
doesn’t need you — you need the 
Church,” I would like to become bold 
and say that the Church DOES need 
you — and you — and you. In truth, 
the Church is you — and you. The 
Church needs the strength and solid- 
ity of plain, solid citizens. The 
Church needs the support which con- 
secrated individuals alone can give it. 
Finally, your pastor needs you in the 
worship service. He receives his 
anointing from heaven, but he re- 
ceives his inspiration from you and 
your needs. There is no inspiration in 
empty pews. Every pastor can heart- 
ily say, “Thank God for those who 
are faithful to the morning service.” 

May we now go on to consider the 
value of attending morning worship 
in relation to the young people and 
children. There is a dignity and a 
spirit of reverence in the Church ser- 
vice that is not found in any of the 
auxiliary phases of the Church pro- 
gram. The youth needs this steadying 
influence while his character is be- 
ing molded. The most tragic mistake 
parents can make in the training of 
their children is to fail to teach them 
the value and the sacredness of the 
Church. A lack of respect for the 
house of God reflects a Jack of train- 
ing which can be nothing short of 
disaster. Never let it once be said 
among us that we leave our children 
at home that we might enjoy the ser 
vice. How tragic it is to hear the la- 
ment, “I can’t make my children 
mind at church so I leave them at 
home.” Children can be made to be- 
have properly both at home and at 
church. They need the Church, and 
the Church would one day collapse 
completely if we failed now to bring 
them directly under the Church's in- 
fluence. Someone has said that he is 
glad he is a Christian, if for no other 
reason than that he has a chance to 
meet such fine people. If you bring 
your child up inside the Church, he 
will have the advantages of knowing 
the best people in the world. May 
we make every effort to preserve for 
our children the inheritance we have 
received from our fathers. For, in the 
words of Olive Schreiner, “We know 
well that long before the boat reaches 
those stretches, other hands than ours 
will man the oars and guide its helm.”

CURRENT SIGNS 


When Kids Run Wild 
— Punish Parents 


.FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
suggested legal penalties for delin- 
quent parents who permit their 
children to run wild. “The startling 
juvenile crime conditions existing to- 
day reflect that in America the home 
is falling in its traditional function 
as the first and foremost classroom— 
a place of learning how to live as 
well as a place of living.” Hoover 
noted that more than 500,000 young- 
sters between the ages of 10 and 17 
were arrested in this country in 1954. 
“It is my belief that juvenile crime 
could be abated if parents were made 
to face legal and financial respon- 
sibility for the criminal acts of their 
children,” Hoover stated. 


Lawyer Denies Ad Ban 
Would Violate Rights 


Edward B. Dunford of Washing- 
ton, an attorney for the National 
Temperance League, argued that a 
proposed ban on interstate advertis- 
ing of alcoholic beverages would not 
violate any constitutional guarantees 
of freedom of speech or press. 

He presented his views on this 
possible constitutional question in a 
27 page brief read to the senate com- 
merce committee. 

The committee is considering a 
bill by Senator Langer of N. Dakota, 
which would prohibit interstate ad- 
vertising of alcoholic beverages in 
newspapers, magazines, radio, tele- 
vision or other media. 

Across the Capitol, meantime, the 
House Commerce Committee opened 
hearings on a similar bill by Con- 
gressman Eugene Siler of Kentucky. 
Siler spoke for it first and was follow- 
ed by Congressman Clifford Davis of 
Tennessee. “All of us would be 
shocked and repulsed at any kind of 
advertising of narcotics for daily con- 
sumption. Yet we know booze is 
truly the handmaiden of narcotic 
poison itself.” 

W. R. White, president of Baylor 
University of Waco, Texas, said, “No 
form of advertising is more unrealis- 
tic or more misleading than the ad- 
vertising of intoxicants.” 
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95% Claim to Believe in God 


In the USA over 95% of the people 
claim to believe in God. Out of a 
population of 159,000,000 (the last 
census) there are 55,837,000 Protest- 
ants, 31,476,000 Catholics and ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 Jews. Biggest 
Protestant groups are the Baptists 
(almost 18,000,000) the Methodists 
(11,643,000) and the Lutherans with 
6,609,000. Seventy-two percent of the 
Catholics are more or less faithful in 
Church attendance whereas the per- 
centage among Protestants is only 
40%, and much of that is “a matter of 
convention and to ‘meet the Jones.” 


U. S. A. crime rate sets 
new record 

Washington, D. C. — The crime 
rate in the United States has been 
increasing four times faster than the 
growth of the population, reports 
Director J. Edgar Hoover of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation in his 
annual report, “Uniform Crime Sta- 
tistics for 1954.” While the popula- 
tion of the United States has grown 
7 per cent since 1950 Mr. Hoover 
points out the crime rate has increas- 
ed 26.7 per cent. Mr. Hoover also re- 
ports an increase in juvenile crimes 
(those involving youngsters under

20,000 Added to Christianity 
During Graham’s India Visit 


What has been accomplished dur- 
ing Billy Graham’s three-week tour 
of India, a vital nation in hopes for 
world peace?

Thousands 
are now living for Christ seven days 
a week by reading their Bibles, — 
spending time in prayer, witnessing 
and being faithful in church. 

Over half a million people of India 
have listened with rapt attention to 
Billy Graham, described by many 
statesmen and newspapermen as 
America’s greatest ambassador of 
good will. 

Billy Graham has made friends for 
America that could never have been 
gained by political influence and 
lend-lease dollars. 

A unique impact has been made on 
newspapermen of India. Like news- 
men everywhere writers of India are 
hard to impress. Practically every 
press conference ended in a theolog- 
ical discussion. Men asked questions 
about the Bible instead of Senator 
McCarthy.
